Yet each month, 250 to 300 peo- 
ple gain knowledge and make friends 
through RAH’s programs, RAH staff 
members said. They estimated that, 
because participants attend frequent- 
ly, they perform approximately 1,000 
service units per month. 

Through its numerous activities, 
RAH educates the community as well 
as the participant, instills in partici- 
pants a sense of worth, and teaches 
participants self-sufficiency. 

“Our particular job is to educate the 
world,” said Kathy Edwards, execu- 
tive director of RAH. 

Although society has gradually 
become more accepting of those con- 
sidered “different,” Edwards said 
many people are still ignorant about 
the mentally and physically disabled.

SARAJEVO, Bosnia-Herzegovina 
— After 22 months of death and 
shelling, Sarajevans watched a new 
cease-fire take hold Thursday and this 
time permitted themselves the rarest 
of luxuries: hope that NATO threats 
of air strikes finally silenced the guns 
of the-city’s Serb besiegers. 

Children came out of shell-scarred 
buildings behind a new U.N. monitor- 
ing post on the front line to play on 
see-saws unused for two summers. 
An old man swept shattered bricks 
and glass from a parking lot. Curious 
and happy faces poked from win- 
dows. 

“This is peace!” yelled 12-year-old 
Ajla Foco, a big smile across her face. 
“This is peace! I’m so happy.” 

In Geneva, Bosnian Serb leader 
Radovan Karadzic threatened a walk- 
out and denounced NATO. He 
demanded a public investigation of a 
mortar shelling Saturday that killed 
68 people in central Sarajevo and 
prompted the threat of NATO inter- 
vention. 

While suspicion has fallen on the 
Serbs, Karadzic claims it was a setup 
by Bosnia’s Muslim-led government 
to kill its own people, blame the Serbs 
and win international sympathy. 

Karadzic’s generals warned they 
would hold foreign aid workers 
hostage if NATO followed through on 
its demand for the Serbs to withdraw 
heavy weapons from around Sarajevo 
by Feb. 20 or face air strikes. 

The Serb generals cooperated with 
U.N. soldiers to put a cease-fire into 
effect atnoon. aie 

French peacekeepers and armored 
vehicles occupied several key posi- 
tions in the Bosnian capital to monitor 
the truce. They also apparently will 
act as a tripwire for other NATO 
threats -to..call .in- air_power.to.protect 
U.N. troops or to immediately retali- 
ate for any renewed shelling of the 
city. 

NATO would need a one-time 
authorization from U.N. Secretary- 
General Boutros Boutros-Ghali or his 
special envoy to former Yugoslavia to 
begin attacks. 

Russia’s government criticized the 
ultimatum and said it would demand 
the U.N. Security Council discuss the 
issue. A senior U.S. official in 
Washington said no further authoriza- 
tion was needed from the council. 

One French tank and six armored 
cars lined up on the infamous “Sniper 
Alley” near the Brotherhood and 
Unity Bridge, with cannon and heavy 
machine guns pointing toward Serb 
positions across the Miljacka River. 
U.N. officials said the soldiers had 
orders to shoot back if fired upon. 

The U.N. commander, Lt. Gen. Sir 
Michael Rose of Britain, led reporters 
across the bridge between Serb and 
Bosnian government forces. 

Fifty yards into Serb territory, near 
the first trenches and wrecked cars, he 
talked with reporters within sight of 
Serb civilians peeking out their win- 
dows. ie 

“Tt is a small beginning,” Rose said.

Milk hormone leads the way in genetically altered food production

Milk from hormone-treated cows is 
leading the introduction of biotech- 
nology into grocery stores, with prod- 
ucts like the Flavr Savr tomato and a 
disease-resistant squash to follow. 

Biotechnology, or genetic engineer- 
ing, is a set of tools that allow for the 
manipulation of genetic material, said 
Dr. Alvin Young, director of the 
biotechnology office for the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture. 

“Biotechnology has received mixed 
reaction,” said David Campbell, an 
economic and public policy analyst 
from the University of California at 
Davis. “A lot of people see it as a new 
growth industry that can solve key 
problems; others see it as another 
example of a large corporate industry 
more concerned about profit than peo- 
ple and communities.” 

Thomas Hoban, a North Carolina 
State University sociology professor, 
said consumers are exercising cau- 
tious optimism. 

“For the most part, people don’t 
know a whole lot about it,” he said. 
“People are relatively more positive 
in plant products but they want more 
information.” 

Genetic engineering could be used 
to augment production, improve taste, 
reduce fat content or increase disease

Campbell said several city councils 
are considering resolutions to demand 
labeling on genetically engineered 
products. 

“Chicago passed a resolution but it 
was overturned,” he said. “Berkeley, 
California is now considering a simi- 
lar labeling bill.” 

Labeling on genetically engineered 
products could make it more difficult 
for the biotechnology industry. 

“Tf, for example milk can be labeled 
as BST-free that will kill the ability of 
this product to make much money,” 
Campbell said.

Despite the obstacles, biotechnology 
companies like Monsanto, makers of 
synthetic BST, are optimistic. 

“We think the future is very bright,” 
said Karen Marshall, public relations 
manager for Monsanto. “Almost any 
new technology has its opponents.” 

“Farming is a business that needs all 
kinds of tools to be productive,” she 
said. “Originally, even the tractor was 
met with opposition. Now farmers 
couldn’t do their work without it.” 

Marshall said the goal of 
Monsanto’s biotechnology is “to 
increase quality, reliability and pro- 
ductivity of plant crop for the benefit 
of the farmer, the consumer and the 
environment.” 

But Campbell said Monsanto’s first 
product, BST, has no benefit for the 
consumer and could accelerate the 
demise of small farms. 

Supporters of the hormone said its 
widespread use would hurt inefficient 
managers, not necessarily small farm- 
ers. Campbell said the capital and 
labor needed to administer the hor- 
mone is associated with size. 

“BST will impact small and middle- 
sized farmers the most and undermine 
small communities in the East and 
Mideast,” he said. “That’s why that 
product isn’t being received with 
open arms. It’s unfortunate that such a 
plainly unneeded product is leading 
the charge of biotechnology.”

Japan and U.S. to plan market agreements 


WASHINGTON — On the eve of a summit meeting with Japan’s new 
leader, President Clinton’s administration took a hard line Thursday on a bitter 
trade dispute between the two nations. Officials insisted the United States 
would not accept a bad deal just to get a face-saving agreement. 

‘As negotiators worked behind the scenes to try to bridge the differences, vari- 
ous administration officials said the United States could no longer tolerate a 
trade deficit with Japan that has soared by 20 percent in just one year and is 
nearing $60 billion. 

“Prime Minister Morihiro Hosokawa was scheduled to arrive in Washington 
jater Thursday. He will meet with Clinton at the White House on Friday for 
talks centering on trade. 

Clinton reached an agreement with the Japanese last July that this meeting 
would be the deadline for obtaining market-opening agreements in four areas 
—— autos and auto parts, insurance, telecommunications equipment and medical 
products. 

Other U.S. officials have raised the specter of hitting Japan with trade sanc- 
tions if the framework talks do not succeed, an outcome that would likely spark 
retaliation from Japan and plunge the world’s two largest economies into a full- 
fledged trade war. 


Reno debates fate of aged prison inmates 


* WASHINGTON — Prisons shouldn’t become geriatric wards for inmates 
sentenced under a proposed “three strikes and you’re out” law, Attorney 
General Janet Reno said Thursday. 

The Clinton administration is considering what to do about ‘aging federal 
inmates sentenced to life in prison under the proposed law, Reno told reporters 
at her weekly news conference. 

“You don’t want to be running a geriatric ward at age 75 or 80 for people who 
are no longer dangerous,” Reno said. 

‘President Clinton supports the idea of putting three-time violent offenders in 
prison for life. Legislation passed by the Senate would impose a mandatory life 
term without parole for people convicted of three violent or drug-related 
crimes, when the third conviction is in federal court. 


Vietnam accord won’t end POW-MIA search 


WASHINGTON — The administration’s top official on Asia told skeptical 
POW-MIA family members Thursday that the search for the missing will not 
slacken following the restoration of trade relations with Vietnam. 

“Our efforts will continue undiminished, indeed with fresh momentum,” said 
Winston Lord, assistant secretary of state for East Asia and Pacific affairs. 

In testimony before a House Foreign Affairs Committee panel, Lord said 
more than 500 military and civilian personnel are assigned to POW-MIA 
affairs and the issue “will remain a central focus of our relationship with 
Vietnam.” 

“The president has sold out the families as well as the ROW activists,” said 
Carol Hrdlicka, whose husband was captured in Laos and never accounted for. 

Lord said that the remains of 67 Americans were repatriated in 1993 and that 


since Clinton took office, deaths have been confirmed in 62 discrepancy cases, 


leaving only 73 to be resolved. 


L.A. rubble to resettle in Utah landfill 


SALT LAKE CITY — A billion pounds of debris from the Los Angeles 
earthquake may be sent to a central Utah landfill. 

' The rubble could contain some asbestos, although officials said Wednesday 
that every effort would be made to remove any hazardous materials. 

Los Angeles City Council member Hal Bernson said the city hopes to decide 
in the next week or so whether to send the debris by rail to ECDC 
Environmental’s 2,400-acre landfill at East Carbon City, Utah. 

The decision depends on several factors, including possible bids from else- 
where and whether the federal government will pay to ship the garbage out of 
California, said Wayne Tsuda of the Los Angeles Department of 
Environmental Affairs in a Salt Lake Tribune copyright story. 

“The only estimate we have is a real rough estimate of 500,000 to 800,000 
tons,” of a billion to, 1:6 billion pounds, Tsuda’ said. 

That’s comparable to-an efitiré year’s garbage from Salt Lake City, South Salt 
Lake, West Valley City and unincorporated Salt Lake County. Those entities 
dump 650,000 tons annually in the county landfill, said Brad Stewart, Salt Lake 
City’s waste-management director. :

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Bill proposes uniform gun control laws in Utak si

Gun control opponents in the Utah 
Legislature have united to coordinate 
gun laws, as Salt Lake City flares 
against the campaign. 

The Weapons Regulation bill, spon- 
sored by Rep. Michael G. Waddoups, 
R-Taylorsville, would require all Utah 
counties and cities to organize gun 
control laws in unison. Waddoups 
said Utah counties and cities:can cur- 
rently pass laws that contradict and 
undermine the laws of other counties 
and cities. 

Waddoups said he sponsored the bill 
because he was troubled with the 
inconsistency in gun control laws 
from city to city. 

He said Salt Lake City illustrated 
the problem this summer; when a 
five-day waiting period was passed. 
He said the waiting period simply 
transferred gun purchasing to other 
cities, such as Bountiful and South 
Jordan, where there are no waiting 
period laws. 

“Passing gun laws in one city with- 
out passing them in other cities just 
pushes the problem to other cities,” 
Waddoups said. 

“If it’s such a good idea then we 
should make it statewide so the prob; 
lem doesn’t get pushed from city to 
city.” ! 

The bill would build upon the 
Firearm Regulation Law of 1986, 
which required that cities and coun- 
ties coordinate gun regulations and 
rules through the state legislature. 
Cities and counties were not, howev- 
er, required to coordinate gun control 
laws and statutes in the 1986 law. 


Waddoup’s bill would require that 
cities and states also unite in gun con- 
trol laws and statutes. 

Though the bill passed through the 
House Energy, Natural Resources and 
Agriculture Committee and is up for 
House vote on Tuesday, Waddoups’ 
efforts have faced opposition from 
Salt Lake City, Murray and West 
Jordan city officials. 

Roger Cutler, the city attorney of 
Salt Lake City, said the bill neglects 
the crime problems residents of urban 
areas are experiencing. 

“This carnage has to stop,” Cutler 
said. “We have to do something about 
the supply side of this. We’re never 
going to stop the professional assas- 
sins out there, but we have to stop 
these hormone-driven kids walking 
around with a handgun in their back 
pocket.” 

Cutler said the bill is unfair because 
it forces rural and urban areas to pass 
the same gun control bills, while these 
areas may need differing laws to 
address differing problems. 

Waddoups said he belieyes the U.S. 
Constitution gave the state “‘preemp- 
tion rights” in legislation over cities 
and counties. 

“I’ve always believed the 
Constitution was supreme law, and 
we should adhere to this,” Waddoups 
said. 

Cutler said, Salt Lake City enacted 
the five-day waiting period after the 
police reported that most gangs were 
buying guns legally. He said the law 
was effective because gun purchases 
were pushed from Salt Lake to other 
areas where the gun laws are more 
relaxed.

Lab supports 
cross-major 
co-operation

Two BYU professors are developing 


a proposal that could change the way . 


fine arts and communication students 
approach their majors. 

The keystone of their research is 
The Media Arts Development (MAD) 
Lab. 

“The lab is an office to do research 
on future technology and the impact 
that technology has on future curricu- 
lum,” said Tom Lefler, BYU profes- 
sor and managing director of the lab. 

The lab is the beginning of a year- 
long research project that will draw 
on the strengths and resources from 
different departments within the col- 
lege. An official proposal on changes 
to curriculum within the college will 
be made next fall. 

The results of the lab may lead to 
recommending changes in curriculum 
policies, consolidating equipment or 
even developing. a new 
Interdisciplinary Media Studies 
degree. 

“The primary purpose of the MAD 
Lab is experimental research,” said 
Sterling Van Wagenen, creative direc- 
tor. 

“Traditionally, colleges within uni- 
versities are divided into departments. 
In the arts (music, film, design, etc.), 
this division is becoming increasingly 
problematic.” 

Van Wagenen said the barriers 
between majors are being bridged by 
one common denominator — the 
computer. 

“(Computers) have impacted music, 
special effects, art and editing,” he 
said. 

“The barriers between the arts are 
falling. How do we prepare our stu- 
dents to work in a world where the 
barriers are gone? It will be very diffi- 
cult for departments to continue to 
work in isolation.” 

“Right now, the lab is a two-step 
process,” said Chris Watson, a senior 
majoring in design from Boston, 
Mass. 

“Currently the lab serves to help stu- 
dents network with other. students on 
campus. If I am working on some 
computer animation, for example, I 
can use the lab for getting references, 
other students to sa with music, 
film, etc.” 

Watson, a student on the college’s 
Student Advisory Committee that 
oversees the lab, said the goal is to 
develop a “model” project as an 
example of what the lab — and future 
changes to the Corrina — can 
accomplish. 

“Someday the lab riieht be able to 
sponsor approved student proiects,” 
he said. “There is a lot of equipment 
and resources in the departments that 
students are unfamiliar with. If a stu-

The United States can learn how to 
deal with worldwide issues by study- 
ing Canada, said a columnist of the 
Toronto Globe and Mail during a 
Canadian Studies Forum. 

Jeffrey Simpson, a John S. Knight 
Fellow at Stanford University with 
dual U.S. and Canadian citizenship, 
addressed the topic, “Faultlines: 
Challenges Facing Canada,” 
Thursday afternoon. 

Canada is a microcosm of world- 
wide problems, Simpson said, and 
students can learn about global trends 
by using Canada as a case study. 

“Everything that happens in the 
United States sifts over the border,” 
Simpson said, but the reverse is not 
always true. 

Simpson said he is eno uraved, 
though, to see the United States study 
the Canadian health care system in its 
attempt to reform health care. 

As examples of problems both in 
Canada and worldwide, Simpson 
pointed to renewed indigenous cultur- 
al revitalization efforts, the develop- 
ment of multinational alliances and 
secession threats. 

Simpson said the Canadian govern- 
ment has mistakenly tried to deal with 
these issues through constitutional 
means. 

“For 30 years, Canadian govern- 
ments of different stripes tried to deal 
with the pressures coming from 
Quebec, indigenous peoples, and the 
West, through the prism of changing 
the constitution,” he said. In almost 
every case, the changes have divided 
the country worse than it was betore 
the change.

The latest snow storm might have halted the Cougar’s first baseball game of 
the season, but, the team is still excited about the players it will send on the 
field. 

The players are looking forward to getting outside and playing against real 


_. Opponents said coach Gary Pullins. 


“All we do is intrasquad in the fall,” Pullins said. “Some guys play better 
when they are facing other teams.” 

Although the Cougars lost six starters from last year’s team, including one 
All-American (Brian Banks) and three All-WAC performers (Banks, Dave 
Madsen and Brent Turley), they return three starting position players and two 
starting pitchers. 

The Cougars are led by senior catcher Mike Espiritu. Espiritu finished his 
junior year with a .356 batting average despite nagging injuries. He returns this 
year as the leader of the team. 

“Espiritu had a good year [last year] even though he was hurt and out-of 
shape for most of it,” Pullins said. “Now he is healthy and if he can stay that 
way, he could be considered for All-WAC honors.” 

BYU won the Eastern Division of the Western Athletic Conference last year, 
but was defeated by Fresno State in the WAC Championship game to finish the 
season 39-18. 

The Cougars will take between 22 and 27 players to Southern Utah, most of 
which will get an opportunity to play in the four-game series. 

Although the Cougar lineup is not set in concrete, Pullins explained the battle 
between players at each position. 

At first base, sophomore David Bayles will start with Bryan Carter and Steve 
Cooper playing backup roles. 

Junior Corey Francom will start at second base and sophomore Mike 
Johnston will start at shortstop. Troy Phillips, Eric McDowell and D.G. Nelson 
will rotate as backups. 

“I don’t know of a better double play combination than Francom and 
Johnston,” Pullins said. 

Junior Lance Moore has recovered from a torn anterior cruciate ligament and 
will get the start at third base. Kory Sagers and Cooper will also battle for play- 
ing time. 

“Moore had a great fall hitting the ball,” Pullins said. “We are surprised with 
the range that he has had after his knee injury.” 

Espiritu is the starting catcher, but sophomore Shane Wilson will also play, 
especially when the Cougars have doubleheaders. 

“Shane has a strong arm and also had a great fall,” Pullins said. “He has 
developed into a great technician behind the plate.” 

The outfield is where the newest Cougar talent will be exhibited. Last year, 
BYU had three seniors starting in the outfield that ended the season hitting over 
.370. Junior Jared Bills, a transfer from UVSC, will play center field and help 
cushion the loss of last year’s outfielders. Bills was the leading junior college 
hitter in the nation at UVSC last year. 

Sophomore Bill Trythall is continuing to recover from shoulder surgery and 
will start in left field. He will be backed up by Carter Hagerman and Paul 
Echohawk. j 

“We know [Trythall] can hit and run, we just hope his shoulder will be 
alright,” Pullins said. “His surgery would have ruined his career if he was a 
pitcher.” 

In right field, Brent Christenson will. start with Hagerman and Troy 
McNaughton also seeing playing time. Robbie Reid will also compete for the 
position when he finishes with basketball. 

Jorge Jaime, Travis Dowdell, Brian Knoll and Shane Bloomfield will be the 
starting pitchers. 

“Dowdell and Jaime could beat anyone on any given day,” Pullins said. 

Pullins described the 1994 BYU baseball team “as a bunch of guys that are 
good college baseball players.” 

After the Cougars play the Thunderbirds, they will continue their 23-game 
road trip at Southern Colorado. The first home peme will be April 1 against 
WAC rival Wyoming. °

how they look.” 

At times, the negative treatment 
extends beyond mere words. At one 
point, the Provo City pool would not 
allow RAH clients to swim unchaper- 
oned. Edwards pointed out that many 


- of her clients have jobs, drive them-. 


selves to work, and live alone. 
Requiring them to have a chaperon 
was humiliating, she said. 

But Edwards, with her self-pro- 
claimed temper, is ready and willing 
to combat exactly this type of preju- 
dice. 

“We are a program that believes in 
equality for all,” Edwards said. “All 
you have to do is treat one of my 
guys, my clients, with any disrespect 
and you have started a long, long 
fight.” 

Largely due to Edwards’ efforts, 
Provo’s pool is now open to the dis- 
abled, chaperoned or not. 

In fact, swimming is one of RAH’s 
many activities that takes advantage 
of community resources. RAH clients 
also go bowling, eat in restaurants, 
and attend Utah Jazz games, Edwards 
said. 

However, RAH’s travels are not 
confined to Utah. Edwards owns a 
travel agency specializing in planning 
trips for RAH clients. 

In past years, RAH has traveled to 
Disney World and Hawaii. This year, 
Edwards said the group has planned 
18 trips. 

RAH’s travels both inside and out- 
side Utah have successfully exposed 


. the disabled to the world, and the 


world to the disabled. 

Yet, despite RAH’s efforts to bring 
its clients into the community, its 
main concern is for the clients them- 
selves. 

“Although integration is extremely 

important and is a part of our plan in 
getting these individuals to be really 
part of their community ... they first 
have to learn how to have fun in an 
organized setting,” said Cheryl 
Adamson, a member of RAH’s staff. 
- Adamson explained that in the 
school systems, where many clients 
are or have been involved, the activi- 
ties are not designed for everyone, so 
those with disabilities feel left out. 

“Here, all this is for them,” 
Adamson said. 

This “down-home touch,” as 
Adamson describes RAH’s atmos- 
phere, has helped many people. 

Adamson estimated that at least 800 
people in Utah County alone have 
participated in RAH at one time or 
another. 

She said that figure would increase 
if those outside Utah County were 
included in the estimate. 

Adamson related the story of one 
woman who came to RAH with hard- 
ly any social skills. 

She made some friends and devel- 
oped the skills necessary to work for 
Nu Skin. She is now independently 
employed, not needing a “job coach” 
to supervise her employment like 
many with disabilities. 

In Adamson’s words, RAH, for this 
woman, “has impacted herventire 
life.” 

The desire t to fulfill individual needs 
is consistent with trends in other pro- 
grams for the physically and mentally 
disabled, said Dr. Kregg Ingram, a 
professor of educational psychology 
at BYU. 

“Most agencies are concerned with 
how they can make an individual 
more functional,” Ingram said. 

RAH is, however, different from 

other organizations, he said. 
’ “Tt has a variety of programs that 
some agencies may not be able to do 
and may not be the focus of other 
agencies,” Ingram said. 

From Ingram’s perspective, such 


programs are successful if they can ~ 


release an individual from isolation 
and put them out in the community, 
riding the bus and working. 

RAH is doing just that. Joyce 
Parker, a Provo resident and the 


mother of a RAH participant, watched 
her daughter progress to the point 
where she could hold a job, while at 
one time she could hardly function in 
society. 

Parker and her husband moved to 
Provo from New. Jersey, partly 
because they felt RAH would be ideal 
for their mentally handicapped daugh- 
ter. 

Three years later, Parker herself is 
serving as a volunteer on RAH’s 
board of directors — an attempt to 
give back to RAH some of what it has 
given her daughter. 

Parker appreciates the real-life expe- 
riences RAH provides. 

“The nice thing about RAH is it’s 
not just a gift for the kids, they have 
to pay for it,” she said. 

RAH clients are required to pay for 
each activity, as well as van service 'to 
and from the activity. 

The sum does little to defray the 
cost of running the program, but it 
teaches clients that participating in 
today’s society costs money, Edwards 
said. 


For instance, when RAH goes bowl- , 


ing, it charges $2 so that clients know 
that if they want to go bowling at 
Regal Lanes in Provo, it will cost $2, 
Edwards said. 

RAH is promoting independence in 
its clients through more than just 
recreational activities. j 

As advertised in its monthly calen- 
dars, RAH offers money management 
training, cooking classes and conver- 
sation workshops, all of which are 
necessary survival skills. 

“We’re trying ‘to teach them life 
skills so they can take care of them- 
selves when mom and dad are out of 
the picture,” Parker said. 

Parker’s position on the RAH board, 
titled the “Community Living 
Coordinator,” involves one of RAH’s 
latest programs to promote indepen- 
dence called “RAH Apartments.” 

RAH owns a fourplex in Orem. By 
the end of July, it will be occupied 
entirely by RAH clients. Although the 
fourplex will offer 24-hour supervi- 
sion of clients; it will be a tremendous 
step toward independence, Parker 
said. 

One client, Debbie Paul, a Provo 
resident, is looking forward to that 
independence. 

“T had been wanting to move out for 
a while,” Paul said. 

She said RAH Apartments will be 
the perfect opportunity. 

“Basically, you are living on your 
own,” Paul said, “but you have some 
dorm parents to make sure you’re 
okay.” 

For Paul, this program is another 
way RAH creates opportunities she 
and others like her wouldn’t other- 
wise have. 

“It’s another way of them helping 
other kids to make more steps ... to 
take a next step in moving out into 
society,” she said. 

Paul is yet another of RAH’s many 
success stories. 

Before moving to Provo and finding 
RAH, Paul had poor motor skills, bad 
social relations and a great deal of 
frustration. 

“T was mentally; dying of need of 
friends in my peer group of ‘disabled’ 
kids,” Paul said. 

Paul started RAH ready to quit. 

“IT came in just wanting to give up 
on the world because there was noth- 
ing out there for me to do,” she said. 

Since that time, Paul has rediscov- 
ered life. 

“I have improved in some of the 
skills I thought I'd never have,” she 
said, 

Paul feels fortunate to have been 
chosen to work at RAH during the 
day, while remaining a client at night. 

She now spends almost all of her 
time at RAH, constantly learning and 
growing. 

“RAH is my life. I live there ... 
love it,” she said. 

Paul is now confident, talkative and 
enthusiastic about life. And, as with 
Christine, RAH has made all the dif- 
ference.

Juvenile pleads guilty to burglary; drug sentences given

A 17-year-old who has been certi- 
fied as an adult pleaded guilty to bur- 
glary, a third-degree felony, Thursday 
in 4th District Court. 

Kasey A. Monteer allegedly escaped 
from a juvenile facility in Salt Lake 
County and stole a vehicle. He then 
drove to American Fork and broke 
into a trailer that was in the middle of 
a field. 

The owner of the trailer reported 
catching Monteer in the act. Monteer 
was said to have run but was later 
apprehended. 

Monteer pleaded guilty to the 
charge in a plea bargain with the 
state. The conditions of the plea state 
that Utah County will not argue for a 
sentence greater than what Adult 
Parole and Probation recommends 
and they will not file an additional 
charge for auto theft. 

Monteer is being held at Utah 
County Jail on a $20,000 bail. He will 
be sentenced on March 17. 

In other court proceedings: 

Stefny Noren, 37, of West Jordan, 
was sentenced for falsely obtaining a 
prescription, a third-degree felony. 

The defense attorney said this was a 
classical circumstance where Noren 
fell and hurt herself and then became 
addicted to the prescription she was 
taking for the fall. 

Judge Boyd L. Park granted to 
lower the motion to a class A misde- 
meanor. 

“She seems to just have had a hard 
time getting off the prescription,” 
Park said. 

Noren told the judge, “I want to 
straighten my life out.” 

A 36-month probation period, 
$1,218.75 in fines and fees, a recoup- 
ment fee to cover the cost of her 
defense attorney, and 40 hours of 
community service are all part of 
Noren’s sentence.

Noren will also have to undergo 
substance abuse evaluations and 
inform her parole officer before 
obtaining any prescriptions. 

A father of four from Pleasant 
Grove was sentenced for a second- 
degree felony of distribution of a con- 
trolled substance. 

This was Victor M. Perez’s 
drug-related offense. 

The defense. attorney asked for the 
judge to sentence in the next lower 
category on account of the support he 
has received from both his family and 
community members. 

Judge Park denied the motion but 
granted the defense’s request for a jail 
sentence with work release. The 
defense said Perez needed work 
release because of the carpet-cleaning 
business he recently started. 

Perez will serve 120 days in Utah 
County Jail with work release and a 
36-month probation period. 

The judge ordered him to pay 
$1,200 in restitution to the Narcotics 
Enforcement Team and $925 in fines 
and fees. 

“This is very minimal under the cir- 
cumstances,” Park said. 

Another Pleasant Grove. man, 
Willard Richard Thomas, 20, was 


first 


sentenced for driving under the influ- 


ence of alcohol/drugs, a third-degree 
felony. 

“T am just trying to get everything 
cleared up,” Thomas said. “I’ve been 
in trouble since I was 17. I would like 
to get on with my life.” 

Park sentenced Thomas to five- 
years in prison and ordered hin to 
pay restitution. 

Park will have to complete an in- 
patient/out-patient alcohol treatment 
program before becoming eligible for 
parole. 

Brian A. Prince, 21, of Santaquin, 
was sentenced for a joyride he took 
with a friend on a test drive and ended 
up rolling the vehicle. 

The charge is a class A misde- 
meanor for the burglary of a vehicle.

Prince was sentenced to 30 days in 
Utah County Jail, a 36-month proba- 
tion period, $925 in fines-and fees or 
to serve 100 hours of community ser- 
vice and pay $372 in restitution. 

An Orem man who is presently serv- 
ing 30 days in Utah County Jail ona 
substance charge was sentenced for a 
third-degree felony of arranging io 
distribute a controlled substance. 

Scott A. Radford, 20, will serve 
another 30 days in jail on weekends. 
The time will run concurrent with his 
first jail sentence. 

The judge ordered Radford to pay 
$425 in fines and $30 restitution to | 
Provo City and Police. 

Mario Thomas Barber, 27, and 
Bonnie Turpin, 35, both of Orem, 
pleaded not guilty to burglary, sec- 
ond-degree felonies, and assault, class 
B misdemeanors.
